He 
stated that he had'.ent the three let- 
ters demanding ?200 from Mr. English 
on pain of death.

Johnson was in front of the post of- 
fice blackened to' represent a negro 
and was awaiting a messenger boy 
who had been sent Into the postofflce 
to get the money. 


Roscoe Bailey, who was arrested 


Monday and charged with the offense, 
•has no connection with the case and 
will be released'from'jail at once. 


Give Watchers the Slip. 


In his confession Johnson tells of 


watching the. police who surrounded 
the English residence Saturday night 
and says-he walked ' boldly by them, 
picked-up the package, which John- 
son had. directed English to deposit in 
front of the latter's residence, contain- 
ing the-$200 which Johnson demanded, 
and got away. 


He -was disguised with whiskers and 


wore a pair of overalls. He went home 
immediately, took off his disguise and 
cams 'down town. Two days' later, he 
says, he wrote Mr. English another 
letter demanding that the' money'be 
sent through the malls, and when he 
went- to the postofflce last night' he was 
arrested. His desk at the high school 
was searched and an essay written on 
"The American Indian" -was found to- 
gether with some of the same kind 
of paper on which the threatening let- 
ters were written. The writing corre- 
sponded with that-of. the letters and 
was' Identified by English. 


Merely Needed the Money. 


.Johnson makes no excuse for his 
crime other than he needed money 
and knew, of.no other, way to ,get It. 
When-.his .room was searched several 
dime novels.of the, Jesse James variety 
were found .together with, -a,small re- 
volver. He implicated DO other per-

Lieutenants Humphries and 


Lahm Were in Machine 


at the Time. 


College, Md.. Nov. B.—The Wright 


aeroplane met with an accident th's 
morning which probably will result in 
putting it out of commission for a day 
or two. Lieutenants Lahm and Hum- 
phreys were making a flight shortly 
after 8 o'clock, while endeavoring to 
turn the biplane when only a few-feet 
above the ground. Their engine was 
working slowly and without sufficient 
force to,.swlng the machine about. In 
•consequence the left plane touched 
the ground, co-using the -machine to 
.lurch,, breaking the right plane, as well 
as the right skid that held the for- 
ward steering planes in place.' 


Would Test Capacity.' 


Just how the flying qualities.of the 


Wright, aeroplane are to bo-tested to 
their full capacity is the question that 
s receiving attention among officers 
of the signal service and Is. of especial 
nterest to the army lieutenants who 
have become adepts in -handling the 
nachlne. The lieutenants themselves 
from the- beginning' of their detail as 
students of aviation have been anx- 
ous to do "stunts" with the biplane. 
The officers • of the signal corps also 
wish to see the qualities of the ma- 
chine developed to the extreme ca- 
pacity. They want to know by actual 
experiment, what the aeroplane can be 
depended upon to do'in time of war 
when reconnoisance to gain'; informa- 
tion of the enemy's whereabouts and 
strength would be of the'hlghest Im- 
portance, To do that It will be neces- 
sary to know what velocity of wind 
could' 'be encountered ' with ' safety. 
The operators would need to be trained 
In aerial navigation under adverse cir- 
cumstances. 
They • would have • to 


possess- a 'knowledge of- methods of 
handling the biplane in strong currents 
of air because they would be obliged 
to seek high altitudes to obtain safety 
from the enemies' guns a,nd'atsuch al- 
titudes ' there .are- frequently treacher- 
ous currents while a comparative calm 
may prevail near the ground. 


Highly-Trained Corps Noeded.' 


If It is decided to qnter upon a series 


of -experiments full to . qualify opera- 
tors for eff icent work It is now realized 
that a corps of highly trained men 
must be maintained. 
It will not ^b? 


possible in the near future-to Instruct 
a, large -number.-of officers ' In :aerlal 
navigation, but those who are .detailed 
have'much to learn-.that can. be-at- 
tained only by .experiment. 
Before 


they can carry out such experiments 
with practical results: they' must be 
highly trained in handling the biplane. 
It will be necessary for these officers 
to take risks if they are.. to become 
masters'of aerial navigation.'. 


Flying In a wind of less than-eight 


or ten miles an hour It is declared by 
experts, never will develop aviators 
who can be depended^ upon • to' make 
practical rtconnolsances 'In. time- of 
.war." 


NOTED HOSTELRY BURNS.

TAKES AN APPEAL 


FROM CITY COURT 


Purpose of Court is to Get 


the Gambling Agent 


Out of Town. 


0. A. Williams, resident agent for 


the most vicious gambling devices that 
the public haa had to contend with in 
late years, took home with him from 
the city court this morning for display 
among his fashionable friends in the 
city a Jail sentence of thirty days 
which ho can exhibit to them In just | 
such measure as he hopes to have his 
acquaintances rejoice with him In the 
fact that he is out of Jail simply by 
the leniency of tho court. 


Wants to Get Him Out of Town. 
Judge B. W. Skelton thought ho 


ought to go to Jail on the ground that 
he had been guilty of on Infraction of 
the law that merited Just such treat- 
ment'but the Judge wants to rid the 
community of the nefarious slot ma- 
chines that Williams has been putting 
out and for that reason he suspended 
the Jail sentence but Insisted on the 
payment of'a fine of J60 which was In- 
flicted along with the sentence. 
At- 


torney Howard Townsend took an lip- 
peal to the 'circuit court. 


In the case of Max Blitz, who was 


on trial yesterday, the Judge ordered 
the slot machine found In his cigar 
store destroyed by the sheriff and en- 
tered an Indefinite continuance. This 
means that Mr. Blitz will not have to 
pay a fine and indicates that the judga 
thinks his arrest was more of a polit- 
ical move than an effort to enforce the 
law as the police knew of half a dozen 
places where machines were harbored 
at the time he was singled out. 


Wouldn't Plead Guilty. 


Williams' efforts and those of his 


attorney were directed toward saving 
the machine in the hands of the police. 
He wanted to enter a plea of guilty, 
pay a fine and make a promise to take 
his machines out of. tho city and keep 
them out but Deputy Prosecutor-Harry 
Hllgemann would not stand for any 
such proceeding. 
Ha Insisted upon 


'the" destruction of' the 'machine, and 
carried his point with the court., 
' 


•There wag only one witness intro- 


duced. Mr. Blitz himself was put-on 
the stand and he testified that'he hai 
had no direct contract with Mr. Wil- 
liams at the time this particular ma- 
chine was put in but that It had been 
a custom to allow him from 20 to 30 
per cent of the profits. At the con- 
clusion of the testimony the defense 
announced he had nothing-'to offer and 
the judge stated 'he believed a case 
had been made against. Williams and 
that he would Inflict tha fine and Jail 
sentence, but suspend the" latter with 
the understanding that he" Is to take 
all of his-machines out and keep them 
out. He added that if he places an- 
other machine he will be sent to jail. 


The jail sentence la responsible foi

..HAS COURSE IN CONSERVATION. . 


University of Michigan Teaches Care of 


! Natural Resources. 


Ann Arbor, Mich., Nov. 5.—A course 


in the conservation of all the natural 
resources of the country, In the mineral, 
vegetable and animal kingdom, including 
the now largely wasted energyvOf water 
power, has been authorized ana will be 
ottered in the engineering department of 
the University of 
Michigan beginning 
with the second semester this year. 
• Tho course will require 210 hours of 
work, or six years and one summer ses- 
sion, and at its completion the student 
'will receive the degree of master of con- 
servation engineering. This Is said to be 
the first time such a course has ever been 
offered In any university. It is the first 
recognition of this kind of the great pro- 
ject outlined by the - commission ap- 
pointed by President Roosevelt two years 
ago to look after the conservation of 
the natural resources of this country 
that were being wasted.
